The Society met in the Baptist Meeting House, New London, 
on Wednesday, June 13th, at 8 o’clock, A. M. 
The President being absent, one of the Vice Presidents, Rey. G. 
Robins, took the Chair. Prayer by brother T. Wakefield. 
The Secretary read the Report of the Board, and on motion of 
Rev. E. Thresher, Secretary of the Northern Baptist Education 
Society,

The following resolution offered by Rev. A. Bennett, Agent of 
the A. B. B. F. Missions, was adopted. 

Resolved, That the efforts tnade by this Society to educate the 
rising ministry, are among the means which God has especially 
upproved for the advancement of his cause on the earth. 

Interesting Addresscs were made by Rev. Messrs. Thresher, 
Cook, Malcom, Benwertt, and Wetcham. 

The Treasurer nade his Report, which was accepted. 

Heard and accepted the Report of the Trustees of the Connee- 

ticut Literary Institution, presented by Rev. J. Cookson. 
The Committee appointed at the last meeting of the Society, to 
take into consideration the expediency of making any alteration 
in the character of the Connecticut Literary Institution, made a 
verbal report, that no alteration was deemed expedient but an 
improvement of its present character. Report accepted. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


In performing the duties of their appointment, the past year, the 
Board have not been insensible to the responsibility involved in 
their situation. They have felt themselves accountable, both to 
God and to the Society, for the manner in which they should con- 
duct its interests, and in all their deliberations have earnestly 
sought wisdom from above, that they might be led to such decis- 
ions as should be for the glory of God, in the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom. In their examination of candidates, they 
have been strict, both as to experience and doctrine ; for nothing 
would they deprecate more than a ministry deficient in piety, and 
unsound in doctrine, however enlightened it might be. Such a 
ministry they consider would be one of the greatest evils with 
which the Church could be visited. They have not, therefore, 
felt themselves bound to receive all that have been recommended

ish a lively interest, and regret that during the past year, they 
have been able todo no more. Such have been the embarrass 
ments under which they have labored, froin the smallness of their 
receipts, that they have been under the necessity of discouraging 


sistance in the prosecution of their studies. Indeed, so destitute 
has been the Treasury, and so urgent the wants of the beneficia- 
ries, that individual members of the Board have advanced the 
means to relieve them. In doing this, they have found by expeni- 
ence the declaration true, that “it is more blessed to give than to 
receive.” They ure confident, that if the Society knew the condi- 
tion of many who feel that necessity is laid upon them to preach | 
the Gospel ; and who are now struggling hard with poverty to ac- | 


quire an education that they might be the better prepared to dis- | 


thurge the responsible duties of the ministry, relief would be im- | 
mediately furnished them. But modesty prevents them from com- 

municating to the public their situation, and comparatively but | 
few sympathize with them, and afford that relief which their cir- | 
cumstances deinand. | 
Your Board feel a deep interest in the object of the Society, | 
because of the benefit it has already conferred, and the influence 
it is destined toexert upon the world. It has furnished pastors to 
the churches at home—in the great valley of the West, and some 
of our most successful Missionaries in heathen lands received its 
patronage. But its influence is not to be measured by its immedi- 
ate effects. [1 will increase by the lapse of time, until, like the 
waters in the vision of the prophet Ezekiel, issuing from under the 
threshhold of the Sanctuary, it shall fertilize the moral desert, 
and render it “ like the garden of the Lord.” -. 

Upon the Baptist denomination rests great responsibility. If 
ever there was a time when inen should contend earnestly for the 
truth{ and render tributary to it the knowledge of past ages, and 
0 argument to sophistry, and facts to fiction, the present 1s 
the time. The principles of Biblical interpretation have been 
gtearly perverted, in relation to certain truths, and the mandate

CHINESE. 


JOURNAL OF MR. DEAN. 
Mission church organized—S.ckness of Mr. 
Dean—His embarkation for Singapore. 

July 1. Organized a church in Bangkok, com- 
posed of the missionaries and Chek Ete, the only 
Chinese brother now with us. In accepting the 
pastoral care of the first Christian church estab- 
lished in this heathen land, I have felt some trem- 
bling sense of the responsibilities involved. The 
acceptance of the charge was the more trying, 
from the want of success among the native breth- 
ren in their unorganized state. 

2. Sabbath. Br. Malcom preached to us from 
the passage, “ T’hey shall glorify me in the fires, 
from the ends of the earth,” &c., and at the close 
administered to us the Lord’s Supper. There 
were present, Mr. and Mrs. Jones, Mr and Mrs. 
Davenport, Mr. and Mrs. Reed, R. Hunter, Esq. 
Chek Ete, and myself, besides three Chinese, 
who requested the privilege of being spectators of 
the scene. We have before celebrated the com-' 
munion, and considered ourselves virtually bound | 
by a Christian compact, though not till now reg- 
ularly organized into a church. . ‘ 

9. Thirty present at worship this morning. | 
Some encouraging appearances in the assembly. 
In the afternoon heard of the illness of br. Read. 

30. I have, for a few weeks, been in poor 
health, but, through the mercy of God, now feel | 
more comfortable, and hope hereafter to be able | 
to attend more efficiently to the duties of my sta- | 
tion. Have recently enjoyed some pure pleasure | 
in reflecting upon the government of God, whose | 
ways are “ true and righteous altogether.” 

Aug. 5. During the last week, as well as for | 
several weeks previous, I have Jone little more| 
than attend to the form of missionary work, in 
consequence of a disorder of the stomach and 
bowels. Conscious that affections of this kind 
Operate upon the mind as well as the body, I am | 
aware that 1 am disposed to think myself more | 
ill than I am; while, as the most lamentable cir- | 
cumstance, it operates prejudicially upon my re- 
ligious duties and enjoyments. My friends sug- | 
gest that it may be necessary to take a sea voy-| 
age; and this severe trial may be fully merited, 
from the unfaithful manner in which I have at- 
tended to the duties of my station. Still, 1 pray | 
God td allow me to spend my days in this land, | 
where I have begun to labor for the salvation of 
the heathen, and have enjoyed the happiest sea- | 
sons of my life. It affords ine pleasure to leave | 
this matter with Him who can save the heathen | 
with or without my instrumentality. 

7. Monthly Concert. The promised enlarge- 
ment of the Redeemer’s kingdom was made the 
subject of reflection this evening; and I trust 
that the meeting has had a sanctifying and in- 
spiriling influence upon us all. 

8. A person from Yuthia called at Mr. Jones’s 
to-day, who said, that when we distributed books 
in that city during the last cold season, all were 
not able to obtain a book, but when one had se- 
cured a copy, he would gather his friends around 
him, and they would read and explain to each 
other, thinking that it would be of no use to in- 
quire of the priests, since they were equally igno- 
rant of the contents of the books with themselves. 

17. Enbarked with my litile girl, on board the 
brig Fanny, (a Bombay vessel) for Singapore: 
At night anchored a little below the Burman vil- 
lage. 

19. In consequence of some deficiencies in the 
pass of the ship, she was to be detained the next 
day, and I returned to spend the Sabbath at Bang- 
kok, where I enjoyed a delighful season with the 
Chinese friends, on Sabbath morning. I had 
much desired to see them together again before l 
left; and the Lord very providentially gave me} 
the privilege. At the close, I was reminded of 
home, when passing round to extend toa room 
full of known friends, the parting salutation— 
which, to some, was the hand of Christian fellow- 
ship—while, in return, I received from each a 
parting benediction. I never before found my 
heart so much attached to this little company, or 
so much longed to live and die with them. 

26. While detained on the bar by low water, I 
was to-day visited by Mr. Hunter, who informed 
me that br. Reed had a relapse of his complaint, 
which would probably terminate his life, and 
kindly offered to take me back to Bangkok. I 
found br. Reed able to speak, and expecting his 
departure from this world, for which he appeared 
prepared. 

27. Sabbath. Enjoyed another opportunity 
with the Chinese friends, who assembled, for the 
first time, in the new bamboo chapel, which has 
been erected in front of the mission compound. 
The occasion was one of deep solemnity, and I 
hope may be of lasting good. The Chinese 
brethren requested to be allowed to pray with br. 
Reed. 

Other circumstances connected with the death 
of Mr. Reed, and the departure of Mr. Dean for 
Singapore, we have had occasion to notice in 
past numbers of the Magazine. 


Arrival—Departure for China. 


Mr. D. arrived at Singapore Oct. 4, and re- 
mained till Nov. 10. During this period, his 
health slowly improved. His physician, howev- 
er, judged it necessary for him to enjoy the influ- 
ence of a cooler climate for a few months before. 
his return to Bangkok, and he accordingly pro- 
ceeded to China. 

At the commencement of the voyage I had 
the prospect of having some fellow passengers ; 
but being Chinese, and wishing to take on board 
several boxes of goods for speculation, which, 
not being included in the terms of their engage- 
ment for passage, were rejected, they returned to 
Singapore, leaving their baggage (which had be- 
fore been received) on board. The next day we 
left Singapore Straits, passing at 12 o'clock, Pe- 
dro-Branco, and made in one day the distance 
which on my passage from Siam required four. 
Instead of encountering directly the monsoons, 


we had taken the eastern , which leads 
by the north-western const of Borneo and the 

Islands, which, at this season, gener-

after us, apparently with piratical intentions ; but 
sailing with a fair <a. at the rate of eight miles 
an hour, we soon left our suspicious company far 
in the rear. ' 

On the 14th, we passed, with a gentle breeze, 
Great Natuna, an Island more than two hundred 
miles ir. circumference, but thinly inhabited by a 
few runaway rogues from Borneo, &c., who get 
their living by fishing, and cultivating a little rice. 
There is one mountain on the Island, which is 
seen at the distance of forty or fifty miles. The 
soil of the island is said to be rich, but for want 
of cultivation, it furnishes,nothing for commerce. 
On the 15th, we found ourselves, by the aid of a 
gentle breeze and favorable current, in latitude 4° 
24, longitude 109° 29 east. Here we enjoyed 
frequent showers of rain, and the thermometer 
seldom rose above 85°. Our progress was some- 
what interrupted by a heavy swell, which indi- 
cated strong winds in the northern part of the 
sea ; but our vessel was so constructed and so 
managed, as to be little affected, comparatively, 
by the motion of the waters. 


Articles of Chinese commerce— Borneo, ils popu- 
lation, &c. 
On the 16th, our chief mate succeeded in har- 


measured about six feet in length, and three feet 
in gitth. The harpoon first struck him on the 
back, where it made no impression; but by a 


struggled severely, but in vain, to extricate him- 
self. After being drawn on deck, his tail was 
first taken off by meaus of a large Burman dah, 
after which he seemed to have as little power of 
motion as a man who has lost his legs, though 
before he threw himself about to the no small 


danger of those on deck. The muscles of the| 
jaws contracted with great force, even after his| 


head was severed from his body, and the heart 
continued to beat for twenty-four hours after it 
was taken out and placed in a vessel of water. 
The fins were preserved by a Chinaman on board. 
They are in great demand by the Chinese, as an 
article of food, and when made into a soup, are 


considered by them a great luxury. They con- 


stitute a regular article of commerce in the tage} 


to China, and are’ gathered in all these eastern 
seas for this purpose. ‘The market price at Can- 
ton is from fifteen to eighteen dollars per picul. 

Among other articles of food used by the Chi- 
nese, and constituting articles of commerce, are 
beche-de-mer and birds’-nests. Beche-de-mer is 
found within the coral, and sells at from two to 
forty dollars per picul. Birds’-nests (hirundo es- 
culenta) is the nest of a particular species of 
swallow, peculiar to the Indian islands. In shape, 
this nest resembles that of otherswallows. It is 
formed of a viscid substance, and in external ap- 
pearance as well as consistence, is not unlike 
fibrous, ill-constructed isinglass. Esculent nests 
are principally found in Java, in caverns that are 
most frequently, though not always, found on the 
sea-coast. Mr. Crawford says, in his work on 
the Eastern Archipelago, that the best nests are 
obtained from deep, damp caves, which are often 
to be penetrated only by means of lainp-light 
The nests may with advantage be gathered 
twice in the year. Those obtained before the 
eggs are laid, are preferred to those which have 
been occupied by the young. The common 
price at Canton, for the best kind, is 3,500 Span- 
ish dollars per picul; for the second sort, 2,800 
Spanish dollars per picul, and for the third sort, 
1,600 Spanish dollars per picul--or from 12 to 
25 Spanish dollars per pound. It is an article of 
food used only by the Chinese, and at this ex- 
pense can be eaten only by the nobility. Mr. 
Crawford remarks that the annual production of 
the caverns of Karang-Boiang, in Java, amounts 
at Java prices, to 139,000 Spanish dollars ; and 
that the whole expense of gathering, and drying, 
and packing in boxes, ready for market, will not 
amount to more than eleven per cent. on this 
amount. The sale, of course, is monopolized, 
and the Chinese are thus made to pay a heavy 
tax to their neighbors, for the gratification of 
their whimsical taste. 

‘On the 16th and 17th of November, we were 
sailing along the N. W. coast of Borneo, and near 
to the town of the same name. This island is 
becoming an object of considerable attention 
among the friends of Christianity, as a field of| 
missionary labor. During my recent visit at 
Singapore, I had the pleasure of seeing gentle- 
men directly from different parts of it, who gave 
me results of their personal observations. Mr. 
Baker, a German, from the Rhenish Missionary 
Society, who has travelled for several months in 
the island, gave me the following notices of its 
population : 

At Banjermasin, (on the southern extremity

The Dyaks are the aborigines of the country, 
and are divided into various tribes, all speaking 
essentially the same language, but each having 
a dialect peculiar to itself. This, together with 
their scattered location and wandering habits, 
presents a serious obstacle to the success of mis- 
sionary efforts among them. 
_ At Banjermasin, Messrs. Barenstein and Hob- 
erts, of the Rhenish Missionary Society, are at 
t located. ‘The former preaches to a few 
alays and Chinese, in the Malay language. 
The face of the country is flat, and the climate 
unhealthy. Food, consisting of fowls, fish, and 
Tice, is shone cus abundant: fowls, two rupees 
per dozen. y of the houses are on the wa- 
ter.

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At Pontiana, situated on the equator, the land 
is low, and the climate rather unhealthy. Rice 
is five rupees per picul, and fowls are six rupees

At Sambas, (N. lat. 1 deg.) Mr. and Mrs. 
Robbins have resided for the last eight or ten 
months, and speak of it as a healthy location. 
Provisions comparatively cheap. Mr. Arms has 
resided here, as well as travelled somewhat in 
the interior. Messrs. Doty and Youngblood have 
recently arrived at Singapore, from Batavia, with 
some expectation of proceeeing to Sambas, or to 
some other place on Borneo. Messrs. Arms, 
Robbins, Youngblood, and Doty, are missionaries 
of the A. B. C. F. M., and the two latter, mem- 
bers of the Duteh Reformed Church. The 
Dutch government, by their unnatural restric- 
tions, have virtnally excluded Protestant mission- 
aries from their possessions in India, except the 
island of Borneo. 

The Chinese at Mandor, and Mentrado, are 
employed in gardening, and gathering diamonds 
and gold dust from the rivers. ‘hese towns are 
situated a few leagues from the western coast, 
and are not far from the equator. Trade between 
Borneo and China, is said to be less than former- 
ly, and the number of Chinese on the island 
proves to be less than has been supposed, and 
few of these even are able to read. On the 
whole, from the best information now to be ob- 
tained, Borneo offers less encouragement for| 
tnissionary labor, than had been supposed from 
previous repoits.

I very recently read a piece in a newspaper, | 
entitled ‘The burning ship and the signal guns,’ 
taken from the New York Mirror; which left a| 
very solemn impression on my mind ; a sketch of | 
which, I shall give in few words, and the appli- 
cation, as presented to my mind. 

The captain was the owner of the cargo, which 
was cotton, and sailed from Charleston, in 8. C. 
for Marseilles, in France On their passage the 
captain received from a vessel some papers, from 
which he learned with great pleasure, that from 
the scarcity of cotton in the market whither he 
was going, that an enormous price could be ob- 
tained. ‘The captain perceived that he might 
pretty certainly realize a splendid fortune; a 
consideration which filled him with the most en- 
thusiastic joy. Every sail, (says the writer) was 
expanded to the wind, and we advanced with the 
greatest rapidity.” Next morning a light, appa- 
rently in their course was descried, and as they 
passed, discovered it to be a ship on fire,—the 
light increased, while the roar ‘of the signal 
guns fell on their ears with distressing rapidity.’ 
The steerstman called to the captain, and asked 
if he should not turn to the distressed vessel ; but 
in a rude manner he was ordered to attend to his 
own concerns. At length, the writer at the re- 
quest of the whole crew, asked if they should not 
give relief to the burning ship, ‘he replied, the 
vessel could not be saved, and he should only lose 
the wind.’ The prospect of riches closed his ears 
to the cries of the distressed, and made his heart 
as hardasastone. The crew ‘ watched the fiery 
mass, conscious that a large company of their 
brethren were perishing in their sight, who by 
their efforts, might probably be saved.’ When 
the vessel reached its destination, the gentleman 
who wrote the article relative to the circumstance, 
left the in to sell his cotton, and sailed for 
another*port. Some months afterwards, while 
this gentleman was sitting in a parlor of a Lon- 
don hotel, a letter was put into his hands from the 
hard-hearted captain, who was then in London, 
and confined to his room : requesting a visit from 
his friend at his earliest leisure ; the gentleman 
immediately sat out, to comply with his request. 
When he entered his room, he was astonished at 
the captain’s then pale, Teil m catia baa 
who addressed him thus, ‘I sold my cargo upon 
the most advant terms; and was rendered 
at once a rich man. In the capitol of France, I

one day I took upa gazette, and my eyes fell 
upon an account of the awful burning of H. B. M.

‘The purpose for which I have sent for. you, 
is briefly this. The whole sum of money which 
I gained by my ship’s cargo isin the Bank of 
England. I shall order in my will that every 
cent of it shall obey jour disposal. I wish you 
to discover the families of those who perished in 
this vessel—distribute to them every cent of this 
money. You will not deny me the last request of 
a dying man ; promise that you will faithfully per- 
form my wish.’ The gentleman says, ‘I gave 
him the promise which he desired and left him. 
That night the captain took poison,’ and where 
is he ? 

On reading the piece, of which the above is a 
mere skeleton, the fullowing text of scripture, 
rushed into my mind, ‘ Therefore to him that 
knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to him it is 
sin.” Jas: iv. 17. 

The perishing crew of the burning ship, pre- 
sented to my mind a sinking world, and the sig- | 
nal guns, the many calls of dying heathen and 
others, to the people of God, to give them the 
gospel, the bible, tracts, or any thing that can 
give the knowledge of the Supreme Eternal.— 
‘O, say they—only give us one leaf that tells 
about Jesus !' But we have nothing to spare— 
we have no time to hear afid reflect—but turn a 
deaf ear, and like the captain press on—having 
our affections on the world. How shall we 
stand in that trying day, when the cry of dying 
sinners may sound louder than seven-fold thun- 
der in our ears, and their blood be required at our 
hands. 

What a necessity for redoubled exertions.— 
Yet weare still saying, ‘a little more sleep, a 
little more slumber, a little more folding of the | 
hands to sleep.’

To his Pastor, he was of course an 
efficient helper ; and would often, even after he Was 
advanced 1n life, make such sacrifices to be at the 
place of social worship, as gave conclusive evidence 
that he loved the cause of his master. 

Mr. Sumner’s powers both of body and mind held 
out remarkably for a man of his years ; his mind in 
particular showed but little indication of decay. Dur- 
ing the latter half of the last winter, however, his 
health was observed sensibly to decline, and serious 
fears began to be entertained that he was soon to 
cease from among us—fears alas which were destined 
to be too truly realized. About the first of May, he 
took to his bed with symptoms of Lung Fever, which 
in about two and a half weeks laid his aged frame in 
the dust, and, as we fully trust, ushered his soul into 
the presence and enjoyment of that Redeemer whom 
for almost half a century, it had been his delight to 
honor and serve. 

It may be asiced what were the views and feelings 
of such a man as you have described in the near pros- 
pects of death? To this weanswer, his mind during 
the first part of his sickness was mach oppressed in 
its energies, through the power of disease, and when, 
at a subsequent period, this heaviness passed off in 


| measure, he was too weak to converse much, and 


probably too weak to think much. Yet did not God 


forsake his servant, 
‘In age and feebleness extreme.’ 

When his feelings in view of his prospects, were en- 
quired after, a few days before his death, he replied, 
‘Iam notafraid * * * lhave no hard thoughts 
of God--he has done all things well.' To several of 
bis children who visited him from abroad, he adminis- 
tered, on parting with them a few words of exhorta- 
tion and good wishes, as had heen his almost invariable 
custom while in health. Toa daughter who had her- 
self been called to bury a child since her father’s ill- 
ness commenced, he said, as she gave him the parting 
hand, four or five days before his death, ‘ The Lord 
be with you P——, keep you by his Almighty power, 
sanctify you, sanctify all your trials to you, [seeming 
distinctly, notwithstanding his own state ot extreme 
prostration, to recognize her late affiiction] ‘ bring you 
to his heavenly kingdom.’ 

Words of like general character were spoken to 
his eldest son when he parted with him, two days be- 
fore his death, although evidently with much effort 
both of body and mind. 

Though as above intimated, he was sparing of con- 
versation through his whole sickness, yet in answer to 
questions repeatedly put to him during the last two or 
three days of his life, and also earlier in his sickness, 
he always signified that his mind was at peace, that 
he did not feel afraid, that he felt stayed upon God 
and safe, that the Saviour was precious to him, and 
that he felt willing to die. 

And on Tuesday, the 17th day of May,at about 4 
o'clock, A. M., he calmly breathed out his soul in 
death. Had he lived till next September, he would 
have been 77 years old. 

Mr. Sumner’s children, all of whom survive hi:, 
being ten in number, and for whose spiritual good he 
deeply felt and ardently prayed, have met with no 
common loss in his death—a loss which is intensely 
felt by them: his once cheerful abode is rendered 
desolate and lone, both to those of the family who re- 
side there and to those who visit it from abroad. In 
quick succession have they been called to part with 
one of the best of mothers, and best of fathers. Our 
aged friend had the sainsfaction to see most of his 
children * walking in the truth’ before he was taken 


from them: eight of the ten have for several years 


been public professors of the religion of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 

Many hearts in this place are rendered sorrowfu! 
by the removal of Mr. S:—wecan but feel that the 
Providedce which has cut him off is dark and calamit- 
ous to this church and community, and that there is 
cause for sorrow that one so useful and possessed of 
so many christian and social excellencies, is removed 
forever from among us. But to his children and other 
relatives,—to the church of which he was a member, 
and to his neighbors, there is great alleviation, yea 
rich consolation, in the belief, that the glorious « gain’ 
which he has experienced, far, far, transcends the 
* Joss’ that has fallen to their lot, in his removal from 
time. 

His funeral was attended by his Pastor on Saturday 
the 19th ult., and a discourse delivered founded on 
Rey. 14: 13. And I*heard a voice from heaven, say- 
ing unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their labors ; and their works 
do follow them.

Extract from the Constitution.‘ The duty of the 
County Agents shall be to see that an effort is made 
in every church in their respective Cenaties to raise 
funds in aid of the Tract cause ; and generally to do 
what they can to excite a deeper interest in religious 
tracts, and to promote their circulation as widely as 
possible.” 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, ‘‘ That we recommend to all the churches 
in the State, to establish a tract depository within 
each of their bounds.” 

A resolution, similar to the above, was passed at 
the last session of the Hudson River Association ; and 
received the sanction and advocacy of the General 
Agent of the Parent Society. A member of the 
Executive Committee, stated that some months since 
he procured a quantity of Tracts and arranged them 
in a case, in the Meeting House, and announced that 
they were free to all who chose to read and circulate 
them ; and in this way several hundred pages were 
distributed. Let each church raise frém 5 to 20 dol- 


lars and lay chem out in tracts and place them in a 
case ready assorted, for the use of alt whw wich te 


read and circulate them. And who can tell the good 
they may effect, under the Divine blessing, in the 
churches and among the unconverted. The interval 
between morning and afternoon service, might be 
profitably employed in reading tracts, while the peo- 
ple remain at the Meeting Houses, and are not en- 
gaged in Sabbath Schools. The attention of the 
County Agents is respectfully invited to the following, 
—* special objects of the Baptist General Tract So- 
ciety.” 

1. Ten thousand dollars, to be raised in five years 
for the distribution of tracts in the Mississippi Valley 
and Canada, by four hundred subscribers of $25 each, 
to be paid in five anoual installments, commenced in 
Feb. 1835. Present number of snbscribers, 290.—

revered preceptor : 

** We generally concur in acknowledging that New 
England has never known a better. Iamsurel have 
as much reason to appear for him as ever Crito had 
for his master Socrates. The short bistory of his long 
usefulness is to be comprised in the ensuing articles. 
** He was born in London many years before the birth 
of New England. It was January 25th, 1614. He 
arrived in this country in June, 1637, with the rest of 
those good men, who sought a peaceable secession in 
an American wilderness, for the pure evangelical and 
instituted worship of our great Redeemer, to which 
he kept astrict adherence all his days. He then so- 
journed first, a little while, part of a year, at Boston: 
so that at Boston he both commenced and concluded 
his American race. His holy life was a married life. 
He died in Boston, August 2ist, 1708, in the ninety- 
fourth year of his age; after he had been a skilful 
painful, faithful schoolmaster for seventy years; an 
had the singular favor of Heaven, that though he had 
usefully spent his life among children, yet he had not 
become twice a child, but held his abilities, with his 
usefulness, in an unusual degree, to the very last.” 

In the Senmon, Dr. Mather says, “It was noted, 
that, when scholars came to be admitted into the Col- 
lege, they who came from the Cheeverian education, 
were generally the most unexceptionable. He flour- 
ished so long in the great work of bringing our sons 
to be men, that it gave him an opportunity to send 
forth many Bezaleels and Aholiabs for the service of 
the tabernacle, and men fitted for all good ner: 
ments. He that was my master seven and thirty 
years ago, was a master to many of my betters no less 
than seventy years ago; so long ago, that 1 must even 
mention my father’s tutor for one of them.” 

** He lived as a master the term which has been, for 
above three thousand years, assigned for the hfe of 
man; he continued to the ninety-fourth year of his 
age,—his intellectual force as little abated as his nat- 
ural.” 

In a poetical “ Essay” on his memory, Dr. M. as- 
cribes the learning of New England to him and to 
Corlet, another eminent schoolmaster, who taught 
the grammar school in Cambridge for many years, 
and who is celebrated in the Magnalia:

That thou, New England, art not Scythia grown.”

planting, or cultivating oysters therein, he or they, 
his or their heirs or assigns, shall be established in
